As was demo nstrated in 1924 , it may hav e 
no strength left fo r a v igo ro us po st-co nv en­ 
tio n campaign. And by indulging in the ex ­ 
tremes o f acrimo ny it may turn away mil­ 
lio ns o f its po tential suppo rters. The upsho t 
co uld he to rub the fine sheen o ff its current 
presidential pro spects and v irtually hand the 
electio n to the o ppo sitio n. 
This danger lies ahead fo r the Republican 
Party . Ho w it meets it is a test that the 
American electo rate will watch with keen 
interest.

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FACTIONAL FIGHTS ARK COSTLY 
Back in 1924, Democratic presidential 
prospects looked bright before convention 
time. Tho incumtient Republican administra­ 
tion was shot through w ith scandal. Its brief 
hold on the country seemed to tx' slipping. 
Yet the G.O.P. won the election in a land­ 
slide. Undoubtedly many things accounted 
for this outcome, but not the least was the 
fact that the Democrats engaged in a hitter 
factional light which frittered away their 
strength and alienated countless voters. 
The battle came to a head in the Demo­ 
cratic convention at Madison Square Garden. 
The delegates struggled through I«>4 ballots 
before they finally agreed on a compromise 
candidate. Johr\ \V. Davis. When it was 
ended, the party was exhausted — and so 
were its chances of election. 
Except that the parties are reversed, 
there is a certain parallel at this stage t>e- 
tw eenl924 and 1952. This time it Is a Demo­ 
cratic administration that is scandal-ridden 
and apparently held in low public esteem. 
It is the Republicans whose chances, after 20 
years, look bright. 
And yet it is the Republicans, too. who 
face the kind of factional strife that helped 
lick the Democrats of 1924. 
Of course, there is nothing new about tho 
cleavage between the conservative and lib­ 
eral wings of the G.O.P. Like the division 
between northern and southern Democrats. 
it is continuously evident in Congress and 
in the country at large in presidential years. 
Nevertheless, the combat between these 
two G.O.P. wings promises to be sharper 
this year than ever. The conservative f o r c e s 
behind Senator Taft believe this is their 
hour, and they are going all-out to prove it. 
They declare the liberal faction has had its 
chances 
to capture the 
presidency 
and 
failed. 
The liberal group doesn’t see it that way. 
They believe that in General Eisenhower 
they have a candidate w ho can win and who 
has the makings of a fine president. 
In 
Senator Lodge’s words, they are in the fight 
to the finish. 
Such competition is healthful: it is the es­ 
sence of America. But the leaders on both 
sides of this battle should take note of his­ 
tory. A party which consumes itself in fac­ 
tional bitterness invites grave risk. 
As was demonstrated in 1924, it may have 
no strength left for a vigorous post-conven­ 
tion campaign. And by indulging in the ex­ 
tremes of acrimony it may turn away mil­ 
lions of its potential supporters. The upstart 
could lie to rub the fine sheen off its current 
presidential prospects and virtually hand the 
election to the opposition. 
This danger lies ahead for the Republican 
Party. How it meets it is a test that tho 
American electorate will watch with keen 
interest. 


HIGH COST OF ECONOMY

red tape recently to save 82.50 on a govern­ 
ment official's expense account. The 82.50 
item, for taxicab fare, was questioned by the 
accountant who audited the expense state­ 
ment because there was no receipt to verify 
it. After an exchange of correspondence 
which Hunter says took 848 worth of the 
accountant’s time, the item was stricken off. 
The people can be glad that there are 
watchful employes in the government who 
are bent on saving the taxpayers* money.

The wea ther hea ten editor of a New Ha mpshire daily g la d­ 
dened the hea rts of N ew Eng la nd ski resort opera tors with his 
forecast 
of a n ea stern and 
northea stern winter with record 
a mounts of snow and cold. 
The scrihe based his predictions on the a ctions of plant and 
a nima l life which all point towa rd an old-fa shioned winter. 
“ The woodchucks were out la ter tha n usual last fall putting 
on a n extra la y er of fat,*' he pointed out. 
“ Not in a deca de were 
the coons so roly -poly ; usua lly they come out in wa rm spells dur­ 
ing the winter, hut this sea son it looks a s if they expected to sleep 
for a long period. 
“Th e cattails’ h eads in th e slough s were at least an inch lon ger 
th an ordin ary an d acorn sh ells wer« ' th e th ickest an d h ardest th e 
coun try folks h ave seen in 10 years. Th e crickets an d katydids ceased 
th eir ch an tin g a week earlier th an normal, an d th e geese went south 
ah ead of time. Th e lich ens on th e n orth side ot old maples wore much 
green er th an in recen t years; onion skin s were very th ick an d corn- 
h usks very tigh t.

O n the one hand he is told—and encouraged by December snow­ 
falls—-that 1951-52 will be the best skiing season in four years. 
From another source comes the information that another mild 
winter—the fourth in succession—is iii store for the eastern sector 
of the country and for skiers in particular. 
You can’t prove it to 
date, but the source is insistent. 
The w eather beaten editor of a New Hampshire daily glad­ 
dened the hearts of New’ England ski resort operators w ith his 
foreeast of an eastern and northeastern winter with record 
am ounts of snow and cold. 
The scribe based his predictions on the actions of plant and 
anim al life which all point toward an old-fashioned winter. 
“The woodchucks were out later than usual last fall putting 
on an extra layer of fat,** he pointed out. 
“ Not in a decade were 
the coons so roly-poly; usually they com e out in warm spells dur­ 
ing the winter, hilt this season it looks as if they expected to sleep 
for a long period. 
“The cattails' heads in the sloughs were at least an inch longer 
than ordinary and acorn shells were the thickest and hardest the 
country lolks have seen in IO years. The crickets ami katydids ceased 
their chanting a week earlier than normal, and tin* geese went south 
ahead of time. The lichens on the north snit* ot old maples were much 
greener than in recent years; onion skins were vary thick and corn­ 
husks very tight. 
‘■Furthermore,” san! tin* man. "all tall the hens and pullets stood 
around and m uttering instead ot singing and scratching. 
All the signs 
point om* way. 
We are in for it 
Sj»ccifically. we will have two deep 
snows in January, two in February and on** humdinger the second 
week of March.'' 
“Bravo!’* say the skiers. 
N ow the other side of the prophecy. 
“ lf the wooly hear'* are correct, skiers iii the eastern Vnitcd 
S tates are In for another frustrating winter of mild weather,** 
says the other guy. 
“According to superstition, winter w eather can he predicted 
bv the width of the brown band around the middle of the wooly 
hears, a fuzzy type of caterpiller. 
lf the caterpillar's hand is narrow, it m eans good snowy 
w eather ahead for skiers; if i f s broad, count on mild weather. 
Dr. Charles ll. Curran, curator of insects aud spiders at the 
American Museum of Natural History, has tested this theory for 
the past three year*, and the wooly hears have out-predicted the 
w eatherm an every tim e in their pre-season indications of a light 
winter. 
Several weeks ago Dr Curran again .cheeked the hands on a1 
caterpillars 
The results were the vain** broad hand meaning another 
mild winter coming up for eastern skiers 
Who is right, the New Hampshire editor or Dr. Curran?
